The future 
of the Ottoman Empire is stil} 
banging in the balance, pnd up to 
now no decision has been reached 
on the question of the division 
of Turkey in Asia. into several 
zones. There is reason to believe 
that Turkey will continue to 
exist.as a politically sovereign 
State. 
PREVENTION’OF DISEASE. 
The Shanghai Health Officer, 
in his report for May, includes 
some very useful advice as to the 
best methods.to be adopted in the 
prevention of disease, which we 
think might well be applied in 
Hongkong with beneficial results, 
He says, inter alia, that it would. 
greatly assist the Health Office 
if residents would report ‘the 
‘presence of mosquitoes on. their 
premises. Not only is it often 
possible to remove this nuisance 
but such. information is - a 
.valueble chesk on and assistance 
to the work of the Sanitary Staff, 
Dealing with. the Prerention of 
cholera and dysentery, the writer 
points out the need for care with 
fcod on common sense lines. The 
posting of notices issued by- the 
Health Office ‘in the kitchens is 
useful but such requires to be 
supplemented by forpign supervis- 
‘ion to see that the ‘recommenda- 
tions are carried out but any such 
trouble taken would be amply re- 
paid by resulting health and com- 
fort.. The childlike trust that go 
many women out East place in 
their Chinese servants results in

TRADE-MAKKS IN JAPAN, 


The British Board of Trade 
have received an unofficial legal 
opinion as ‘to the position under 
Japanese law of the owner of an 
unregistered trade-mark in use 
in Japan. Jt appears from this 
opinion that the owner of 4 mark 
used but not registered in Japan, 
and’ intentionally imitated in 
Japan by another party, has no 
remedy by way of a pessing-off 
action or by action for what in 
English law might amount to a 
Common Law. fraud. Generally 
speaking, the J apanese law takes 
the view that, ona sale of goods 
bearing an intitation of a trade- 
mark not registered in Japan, the 
purchaser mav or may not, ac- 
cording to circumstances, have a 
legal remedy. against the seller; 
but that the owner of the true 
unregistered mark, having 
‘neglected to avail himeelf of the 
protection which the Japanese 
Trade-Mark Law affords, has no 
legal ground for complaint. . The 
true owner of a mark may, how- 
Lever, in the following cases, ‘be 
able to register and protect it, 
even: where a conflicting mark 
has already been registered by 
another person namely :—- » 

(a) Ifthe mark had become 
publicly Known as. belonging to 
some person other than’ the 
person in whose name the con- 
flicting. mark was registered ; or - 

(0) Ifthe mark has been used in 
Japan by-the’ applicant or his pre- 
decessor in title in good faith fro; 
a date priot to the Ist July, 1898,
